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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard (Part 1) was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by 
the Magnetic Components and Ferrite Materials Sectional Committee had been approved by the Electronics 
and Telecommunication Division Council. 

The objective of this standard (Part 1) is to standardize the dimensions of ferrite cores used in deflection 
coils suitable for colour television picture tubes. 

This standard is one of the parts of IS 13674 series of standards on dimensions of ferrite components for 
colour television. Part 2 of this standard covers cores for line output transformers and Part 3 covers cores 
for SMPS transformers. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final 
value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance 
with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values (revised)'. The number of significant places retained 
in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard. 
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1 SCOPE 

This standard (Part 1) covers dimensions of ferrite 
cores for deflection coils used in colour television 
receivers. 

2 DIMENSIONS
